Conferees, in executive session, agreed to file a confer- 
ence report on the differences between the Senate- and 
House-passed versions of H.R. 4806, proposed Tempo- 
rary Extended Unemployment Compensation Act of 


1961. Agreements of the conferees are as follows: 

1. Taxes: 

The conferees accepted the House provision relating to taxes, 
i.e., the 4 percent points will apply to the years 1962 and 1963. 
(The Senate version moved them forward to 1961 and 1962.) 

2. Retirement and pension disqualification: 

The Senate amendment on this subject was modified as fol- 
lows: 

(a) There will be no reduction in TEUC for social security 
benefits. 

(4) There will be a reduction in the case of other retirement 
systems and annuities if the unemployment compensation pay- 
ments are based on the same wages that the retirement pay- 
ments and annuities are based on to the extent of the retirement 
pension or annuity. However, there will be no reduction if 
unemployment compensation payments are based on earnings 
from another employer (that is, earnings independent of those 
which generated the retirement pension or annuity). There 
would be no reduction for veterans’ disability and compensation 
payments. 

3. Ceiling on administrative expenses: 

It was agreed that the ceiling for fiscal year 1961 would be 
$385 million and fiscal 1962, $415 million. The Senate had 
raised the ceiling to $425 million for these 2 years. (The ceiling 
under present law is $350 million.) 

4. Conferees accepted the Senate amendment calling for the 
Secretary of Labor to collect certain information on receipts of 
temporary unemployment compensation.

INSURANCE FOR THE AGED 


Committee on Ways and Means: The committee, in 
executive session, agreed on the provisions to be in- 
cluded in a clean bill, making changes in the old-age 
and survivors’ insurance program, which the chairman 
will introduce tomorrow. These provisions are as 
follows: 

(1) The minimum benefit will be raised from $33 in 
the case of the primary insured to $40 per month; 

(2) The widow’s benefit will be raised from 75 per- 
cent to 8244 percent of the amount of the primary in- 


sured husband; 
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(3) The retirement age for men will be reduced to 
age 62 on an optional basis with an actuarial reduction; 

(4) The insured status provision will be changed 
from one-quarter of coverage out of each three-quarters 
elapsing between 1950 and the date of reaching retire- 
ment age to 1 out of 4 such quarters elapsing; 

(5) The foregoing provisions would become effective 
with respect to the first month beginning on or after 
30 days after enactment, and would be financed by an 
increase of one-eighth percent each on employer and 
employee, and three-sixteenths percent on self-employed, 
effective January 1, 1962. 

The committee will meet, in executive session, Tues- 
day, March 28, on the President’s recommendations for 
financing the Federal-aid highway program.

SUGAR

extension of act to 15 months (instead of 21 as in House- 
passed bill) ; and (2) in regard to reallocation of Cuban 
quota, importers of such sugar would pay into USS. 
Treasury an amount equal to the difference between 
world price and U.S. price of raw sugar.

President’s Message—Defense Budget: Received and 
read a message from the President recommending cer- 
tain changes in the defense budget pending reappraisal 
of entire defense strategy by the Secretaries of Defense 
and State. The message calls for increasing the new 
obligational authority by $1,954 million and increasing 
net expenditures by $650 million thus raising the defense 
budget for fiscal year 1962 to $43,800 million. The 
message was referred to the Committee on Appropria- 
tions and ordered printed as a House document (H.

MINIMUM WAGE, AND NOMINATION 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Committee, 
in executive session, ordered favorably reported with an 
amendment in the nature of a substitute H.R. 3935, pro- 
posed amendments to the Fair Labor Standards Act.

ently covered workers, and in 40 months for newly 
covered workers, the latter of whom would be given 
overtime protection, reaching the 40-hour maximum 
workweek in 52 months (until these points are reached 
$1.15 minimum wage would be in effect), and (3) 
adopt the so-called “inflow” test, which means that retail 
and service enterprises would be covered by the bill, only 
if they met the following test: (a) the employer must 
be engaged in commerce or the production of goods for 
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commerce, (b) the employer must receive $250,000 
worth of goods, for resale, which have moved across 
State lines (so-called “inflow” test), and (c) the em- 
ployer must have an annual gross volume of sales of not 
less than $1 million, exclusive of excise taxes at the retail 
level. 
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The committee also approved the nomination of 
Gerald A. Brown, to be a member of the National Labor 
Relations Board, and the filing of an interim report of 
the Subcommittee on Migratory Labor, pursuant to S.
